CarlJ. Weiss, superintendent ofthe 
Romulus Community Schools, has an- 
nounced that the District will be expand- 
ing its Schools of Choice program for 
the 2007-2008 school year. Non-district 
residents will have an opportunity to 


enroll their children at Cory Elementary 


(north area), Halecreek Elementary 
(southeast area), Merriman Elementary 
(southeast area), and Romulus Middle 
School during the limited enrollment 
period of Monday, June 11, through 
Friday, June 29. 

"We are pleasedto offer our Schools 
of Choice program, and encourage 
people who live in Romulus but attend 
other school districts to carefully con- 
sider this opportunity,” Weiss stated. 
"Romulus residents in the Rudgate and 
Highland Estates subdivisions have 
been making requests to attend Romu- 
lus schools for many years, and we are 
happy to be able to accommodate them 
at this time.” 


Weiss continued, "We know that 
there are a number of residents in both 
subdivisions who grew up in Romulus 
and who have really wanted to send 
their children to the Romulus Commu- 
nity Schools. Our 2007—2008 Schools 
of Choice program will give them this 
opportunity. 

"| would also ask residents to en- 
courage friends and relatives who do 
not reside in Romulus to consider our 
program." 

The Romulus Schools of Choice 
program will feature five openings per 
grade (kindergarten through six) ateach 
of the three participating elementary 
schools, as well as ten openings for 
seventh-graders at Romulus Middle 
School.

Crout Should Resign 


To the Editor (in response to the John 
Clark letter that appeared in "the little 
paper’ on May 18, 2007): 

| see that the Dumb and Dumber 
crew (Romulus City Councilman Harry 
Croutand Romulus resident John Clark) 
are still at it. Gee, you would think that 
they would learn by now to get their facts 
straight. 

lf Mr. Clark had researched any of 
the information that Councilman Crout 
had supplied, he would have found out 
the truth. 

Mr. Clark complains that Romulus 
DPW foreman George Simko should 
drive his own vehicle to and from home 
and not use a City vehicle. He .also 
alleges that Mr. Simko is not on the 
clock when he drives to and from work. 

Well, here is the truth: yes there are 
three foremen, two of whom don’t drive 
a City vehicle home. They elect not to 
for two reasons: first, they don’t have 
room to park the vehicle at their home; 
second, they often do other things be- 
fore going home. So they elect to drive 
their own vehicles, even when on call. 

According to the manager of DPW, 
all rules and regulations are followed to 
the max. Mr. Simko uses a City vehicle 
to drive to and from home — yes, that is 
allowed. In addition, he may stop onthe 
way home to pick up something needed 
for dinner that night as long as it does 
not take him out of his way. 

All three foremen are paid to be on 
call; the other two elect to use their own 
vehicles when they need to drive to 
various locations to evaluate what type 
of equipment and how much manpower 
they will need to fix an emergency. Mr. 
Simko does the same; the only differ- 
ence is that he drives a City truck, which 
shows homeowners that an official is on 
the scene and is making an evaluation. 

Once a foreman determines what 
the problem is, he then proceeds to the 
DPW to make calls and gather the nec- 
essary men and equipment. Techni- 
cally, because they are paid to be on 
call, the foremen are on the job the 


minute they. receive a call for assis- 
tance, even though they have not 
punched in at the DPW. 

As a homeowner, | know that a 
faster response to asewage-filled base- 
ment is more important than worrying 


about what vehicle the foreman is driving. - 


I'm certain that Mr. Clark would not like 
to be standing knee-deep in raw sew- 
age in his basement, any more than the 
rest of us. | would be willing to betthat he 
would complain the loudest if someone 
did not show up in a timely fashion. 

It's a sad situation when we have a 
councilman, who cannot read, feeding 
misinformation to his buddy of over 30 
years. What hurts the most Is that they 
are both ignorant of the fact that they are 
destroying the image of Romulus. 

Why would acompany wantto settle 
in Our Community and open a business 
when we have in office an uneducated 
individual who has been elected to over- 
see the safety and development of our 
community? 

Councilman Crout should resign. 
Let’s voice our displeasure at future 
Council meetings and let the D&D crew 
know we have had enough of their stu- 
pidity. You know | voted for the Council- 
man; had! known he was not qualified to 
hold the position, | would have cast my 
vote differently.

Plates Cost Taxpayers 


To the Editor: 

At the Romulus City Council meet- 
ing of May 18, 2007, | saw, in the war- 
rants, a listing for a license plate that 
cost $178. | asked Mayor Alan Lambert 
what vehicle that license plate belonged 
to, and he said he believed that it be- 
longed to a police vehicle. 

Council chairman Randy Gear asked 
Mayor Lambert to get back with me in 
the next day ortwo to identify the vehicle 
in question. It took the Mayor's office 
almost a week and a half to get back to 
me. Finally, the Chief of Staff called me 
and stated that the plate belongs to the 
vehicle driven by Economic Develop- 
ment director Tim Keyes. 

There is no reason that the car 
driven by Mr. Keyes should not have a 
City "X" plate on it. (An "X" plate is sold 
by the State to every city for municipal 
use atacost of $13 for alifetime. Itnever 
has to be renewed, and can be trans- 
ferred to another City vehicle.) 

| also asked the Mayor why Mr. 
Keyes drives a City vehicle for personal 
use at 5.5¢ per mile. Mayor Lambert 
stated that it is a condition of Mr. Keyes' 


contract. Mr. Keyes is the highest paid 
employee in our city. He makes over 
$90,000 per year, lives in Taylor, and 
drives a 4x4 GMC Yukon, fully loaded, 
at the taxpayers’ expense. 

Ataprior Council meeting anumber 
of months ago, Mayor Lambert was 
asked why there are City vehicles that 
don't have "X" plates. He replied that if 
the question was abouthis car, he didn't 
have an "X" plate because he didn't 
want people to think it's a police vehicle. 
Mayor Lambert, if you are really worried 
about people thinking that your caris a 
police car, you can put a "Mayor of 
Romulus" sticker in your back window. 

It was also stated at the meeting 
that the plate on the Mayor's car cost 
$13 just like an "X" plate. Mayor Lam- 
bert, that wasn't the truth. The plate on 
your Car is a regular state license plate. 
You have torenewitevery yearatacost 
of $178, just like the plate on the vehicle 
driven by Mr. Keyes. 

Mayor Lambert, there is no reason 
that you should not have an "X" plate on 
the City vehicle that you drive. Just like 
Mr. Keyes, you are driving a City vehicle 


at 5.5¢ per mile for personal use. It 
comes out to less than a dollar per 
gallon for gas, leaving the taxpayers to 
pay the rest. You are the first mayor in 
the history of Romulus to drive a City 
vehicle for personal use, and you are 
also the first mayor in our history to give 
a City employee (Mr. Keyes) permis- 
sion to use a City vehicle for personal 
use. When Bill Oakley was mayor, he 
drove his own pickup truck to City Hall, 
parked it, and then drove a City vehicle 
only when City business came up. At 
the end of the day, he parked the City 
vehicle and drove his own truck home. 
At least he always had the City's best 
interests at heart. 

Mayor Lambert, you always say 
that you want to cut property taxes. To 
do that, you have to cut unnecessary 
spending first. Your license plate will 
expire inafew months. If you care about 
the taxpayers so much, put an "X" plate 
on the vehicles driven by you and Mr. 
Keyes, and save the taxpayers more 
than $300 in the process.
